Tile first diree months of 
1972 are very important to 
individuals who are not en­ 
rolled for medical insurance 
benefits under Medicare. 
This may be tile last chance 
for many people to obtain 
tills protection which helps 
pay for doctors bills. 
The general enrollment 
period in which medical in­ 
surance can be obtained co­ 
vers the first three months 
of 1972--January, February, 
and March. A person who 
became age 65 in September 
1968 or earlier and had nev­ 
er enrolled for medical co­ 
verage is no longer eligible. 
Anyone who became age 65 
in October 1968 through 
September 1969 and had 
never been enrolled must en­ 
roll during this general en­ 
rollment period because tills 
is the last chance to get this 
medical insurance. 
A person who liad medi­ 
cal insurance that term inat­ 
ed may be eligible to re­ 
enroll. 
For further informa­ 
tion about this and other im ­ 
portant matters, see your 
social security representa­ 
tive when he is in your area.

Normal-cytopLasm hybrid 
9eed is a must for Medina 
County’ farmers in planning 
tlieir 1972 com crop. 
County Agent Glenn Bragg 
emphasizes that such seed 
will provide resistance to 
Soudiem com leaf blight. 
Tills blight did not cause se­ 
rious economic losses in Me­ 
dina County last year due 
to tile summer drouth, but It 
is still around. 
Southern com leaf blight 
caused an estimated two 
percent loss of the 1970 com 
crop in Texas, Nationwide, 
the loss was about 13 per­ 
cent. 


Bragg encourages farmers 
to also select a normal cyto­ 
plasm hybrid that is virus re­ 
sistant. Open-pollinated 
varieties of com are suscep­ 
tible to severe damage from 
maize dwarf mosaic, a virus 
disease. 
Also, an F-2 gen­ 
eration seed should be avoid­ 
ed as it will produce only 70 
to 80 percent of the yield of 
the original hybrid. 
Though not enough of the 
proper seed was available 
last year, there should be 
sufficient quantities for the 
1972 crop, says the county 


agent. 
Producers can be 
sure of getting resistant seed 
by checking the tag on the 
seed bag. Texas seed com 
producers in cooperation with 
the Seed Division of the 
Texas Department of Agricul­ 
ture liave tagged their seed 
so growers will know’ whether 
or not die seed contains nor- 
mal-cytoplasm. 


With the use of normal- 
cytoplasm seed, Southern 
com leaf blight should be of 
little economic importance 
in the future, notes Bragg.

shopping begin? 


Shopping Is the act of 
searching for and Inspecting 
goods for purchase. 
The merchant who as­ 
sumes that shopping begins 
when a consumer goes down­ 
town makes a serious mis­ 
take in merchandizing.

(I) Because only news­ 
paper advertising provides 
a comparative record of 
the offerings of various 
retailers; 
( 0 Because only news­ 
paper advertising gives 
in detail Information on 
payment plans, specifi­ 
cations of prod icts, and 
special local services; 
(3) Because only In the 
newspaper can a consum­ 
er expect to find a simul­ 
taneous evaluation of the 
local market; 
(4) Because only in the 
newspaper car. a consum­ 
er obtain such complete 
Information In her home, 
at aer convenience.
